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|_OUIS RENAULT, a young Frenchman, built himself a small motor car in a 
shed at the bottom of his garden in 1898. Louis had been branded as a 
dunce by his schoolmaster, yet sixteen years later, his inventive genius had 
made him the biggest motor manufacturer in France. In 1912 the Renault 
factory was producing cars like the Renault Torpedo pictured above. This 
car was powered by a six-cylinder 40 h.p. engine but a smaller four-cylinder 
25 h.p. sports model was also produced.
